AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD 07 COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
07 PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE 
NO. 87-15 BY ESTABLISHING MEMBERB^IP ON THE CODE 
ENFORCEMENT BOARD IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE EXPANSION 
OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS TO SEVEN (7) 
MEMBERS; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm 
Beach County created the Palm Beach County Code Enforcement 
Board by Ordinance No. 87-15; and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary that membership provisions of 
the Ordinance be amended to reflect the expansion of the Board 
of County Commissioners to seven (7) members in November, 1990; 
and 

WHEREAS, The Board of County Commissioners has 
determined that the enactment of the amendment of the ordinance 
would be in the best interest of the citizens of Palm Beach 
County. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, THAT Ordinance No. 
87-15, Section IV (A) - Organization, is hereby amended as 

follows: 

SECTION IV - ORGANIZATION: 

A. There is hereby created a Code Enforcement Board of 
Palm Beach County, Florida, which shall consist of seven (7) 
members appointed by the Board of County Commissioners. Each 
Commissioner of the Board of County Commissioners shall 
nominate one (1) person to serve on the Enforcement Board. The 
nomination shall be subject to the confirmation of a majority 
vote of the Board of County Commissioners. in— addition —te 
thoao — appo - i ntmonta > —the— Board —ef— County — Commiaoion — shall 

appoint two —— persons to servo on the Enforoomcnt Beard as 

at - large-appointments t- All members of the Enforcement Board 
may be appointed at-large by Commissioners, but must be 
residents of Palm Beach County, Florida. Members of the 
Enforcement Board shall receive $100.00 per annum and may be 
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entitled to receive reimbursement for such travel, mileage and 
per diem expenses where authorized by the Board of County 
Commission or as otherwise provided by law. 

SEVERABILITY! 


If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or 
word of this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to 
be unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall 
not affect the remainder of this ordinance. 

INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AMD ORDINANCES! 

If any provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be 
made a part of the code of laws and ordinance of Palm Beach 
County, Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word 
"ordinance” may be changed to "section", "article", or any 
other appropriate word. 

EFFECTIVE DATE! 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective 
upon receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
